RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Continued  liberal  marketings  coupled  with 
lower  wholesale  dressed  beef  prices  were  the 
main  contributing  factors  in  a  generally  steady- 
to  500  lower  trend  on  slaughter  steers  and  heif- 
ers. The  number  of  slaughter  steers  sold  out  of 
first  hands  at  the  7  markets  totalled  86,678 
head  compared  with  88,784  head  the  previous  week, 
and  75,541  head  a  year  ago.  Generally  higher 
prices  on  cows  prevailed  for  the  second  consecu- 
tive week.  The  week*s  trend  was>  strong  to  750 
higher  with  a  few  points  750-$1.25  higher. 
Stockers  and  feeders  were  mostly  steady  to 
strong.  Combined  receipts  of  hogs  at  the  12 
markets  and  the  Interior  Iowa  and  Southern  Minne- 
sota area  were  a  little  above  the  previous  week, 
but  continued  well  under  a  year  ago.  Barrows 
and  gilts  were  mostly  250-$l.OO  lower,  sows  50- 
75^  lower.  The  overall  price  pattern  on  slaugh- 
ter spring  lambs  was  steady  to  strong,  but 
slaughter  ewes  were  steady  to  750  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle 
marketings  at  the  12  terminals  continued  liberal 
being  slightly  more  than  the  previous  week  when 
the  volume  was  the  largest  since  mid-July.  Out- 
let for  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  was  rather 
narrow  at  most  points  and  both  classes  sold  on 
a  steady  to  lower  basis.  Comparatively  large 
receipts  and  higher  prices  on  carcass  steer  and 
heifer  beef  at  major  wholesale  meat  centers  were 
the  principle  bearish  factors  in  the  week's 
trading.  Slaughter  steers  sold  steady  to  500 
lower  at  most  terminals.  Slaughter  heifers  were 
steady  to  500  lower  with  prices  at  St.  Paul  750- 
$1.00  lower  on  the  Good  and  Choice.  Moderate 
supplies  and  upturns  on  cow  beef  influenced  a 
strong  to  750  higher  trend  on  cows  with  sales  at 
St.  Joseph  and  Omaha  750-41.25  higher.  Bulls 
were  steady  to  500  higher.  Vealers  sold  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  at  St.  Paul  but  $1.00  lower  at 
St.  Louis.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  contin- 
ued to  form  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  at  most 
points  with  the  Good  to  average  Choice  grades 
predominating.  At  Chicago,  the  average  price  of 
slaughter  steers  $24.74  fell  to  the  lowest  level 
since  October  1957.  The  seven  market  average 
cost  was  $24.04.  High-Choice  and  Prime  steers 
were  very  scarce  with  Prime  accounting  for  only 
7  percent  at  Chicago  and  virtually  absent  at 
other  points. 

Two  loads  of  mostly  Prime  1150#  and  1267# 
slaughter  steers  sold  at  $27.75  and  $28.00  in 
Chicago.  At  Chicago  loadlots  of  high-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  steers  sold 
mostlv  fynm  $25.75-27.50;  Sulk  Good  to  aver- 
age-Choice $22.25-25.50,  with  most  average- 
Choice  $24.50-25.50.  At  the  other  points  a  few 
loads  of  high-Choice  and  Prime  brought  $25.25- 
26.00,  bulk  Choice  $24.00-25.00,  high-Good  and 
low-Choice  $23.00-23.75,  most  Good  $21. 50-23. 00> 
Standard  and  low-Good  $18.00-21.50.  A  few  loads 


of  high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaugh- 
ter heifers  sold  from  $24.75-25.50,  Choice  $23.00- 
24.50,  Good  and  low-Choice  $20.50-23.00.  Utility 
and  Commercial  cows  mainly  $14.00-16.00,  few 
$16.50,  Canners  and  Cutters  $13.00-15.50,  some 
$12.00-13.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AMD  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
at  terminal  markets  were  somewhat  increased  over 
the  previous  week,  but  even  so  were  not  overly 
large  in  volume.  There  was  very  little  improve- 
ment in  the  over-all  quality,  which  as  usually  is 
the  case  during  July  and  August,  had  been  at  a 
relatively  low  level  in  recent  past  weeks.  Medium 
to  low-Choice  grades  predominated.  A  large  per- 
cent of  the  supplies  consisted  of  525-85C#  steers 
but  there  was  a  moderate  increase  in  numbers  of 
900-110C#  feeders  coming  from  pastures  and  range 
country.  Although  buyers  still  exhibited  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  caution  in  making  purchases, 
indications  continued  to  point  to  an  expanding 
demand  and  in  fairly  active  trading  prices  gener- 
ally were  steady  to  strong .  At  Oklahoma  City 
prices  were  strong  to  500  higher  and  at  Wichita 
yearling  stock  steers  were  as  much  as  $1.00  high- 
er. There  also  was  increased  activity  in  range 
contracting  both  for  immediate  and  fall  delivery. 
Range  feed  conditions  in  some  western  areas  in 
recent  weeks  have  been  below  average  as  a  result 
of  adverse  weather,  but  as  yet,  there  has  been 
little,  if  any,  indication  that  conditions  were 
severe  enough  to  force  premature  marketings  in 
significant  volume. 

Majority  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder 
steers  sold  from  $21.00-23.50,  few  Choice  750- 
850//  $24.00-24.50,  these  usually  already  having 
received  a  start  on  grain  feeds.  Several  ship- 
ments Choice  1046-1206#  grass  steers  sold  from 
$21.00-23.00,  four  loads  Choice  92C#  feeders 
$23.50.

$25.65-26.00.  Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  sold 
from  $18.50-22.00,  majority  $19.50-21.50.  Good 
and  Choice  yearling  heifers  brought  $20.00-23.50, 
few  Choice  525#  $24.00-25.00.  Choice  299#  mixed 
steer  and  heifer  calves  reached  $30.00,  but  most 
Good  and  Choice  400-500#  steer  calves  sold  from 
$22.00-27.25,  same  grades  heifer  calves  $20.00-

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  of  hogs 
at  the  12  markets  were  down  3  percent  from  a  week 
earlier  and  were  12  percent  under  a  year  ago. 
Bulk  of  the  barrows  and  gilts  fell  in  a  190-25C# 
weight  range  with  a  continued  increase  of  190-23O# 
averages.  Sows  made  up  8-27   percent  of  the 
receipts  at  the  various  markets.  For  the  fourth 
consecutive  week  prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  were 
lower.  Despite  some  recovery  at  many  centers 
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toward  the  close,  barrows  and  gilts  sold  250- 
ll.OO  lower,  mostly  5O0-$1.OO  off  for  the  week. 
Sows  were  25-750     lower. 

On  Friday  U.  S.  1  and  mixed  No.   1-2,  190- 
250#  barrows  and  gilts,   some  sorted  for  grade 
and  weight,   sold  at  $16.75-17.50,     largely 
$17.00-17.25.     Mixed  D.  S.  1-3,  and  U.  S.  2-3, 
mainly  190-280#  offerings  brought  $16.25-17.25. 
U.  S.  1-3,   270-60O#  sows  sold  at  $13.25-16.00, 
mainly  $13.50-16.00,   some  No.  1-2,  around  270- 
330#  $16.25  at  St.  Joseph. 

Feeder  pig  prices  declined  5O0-$1.OO  at 
Sioux  City  and  generally  $1.00  at  St.  Paul.     At 
Sioux  City,  Good  and  Choice  130-170#  feeders 
brought  $15.50-16.25,     Medium  and  Good  $15.00-

offerings  at  St.  Paul  closed  at  $15.00-15.50. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-22C#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  870  per  cwt  based  on  wholesale  carlot 
prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago  August  11 
to  August  17,  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -    Receipts  were  around    9  percent  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  week,  but  were    4     percent 
less  than  the  corresponding  week  last  year.  Bulk 
of  the  butcher  supply  consisted  of  mixed  U.  S. 
1-3  200-240#  offerings.     Sows  made  up  16-17  per- 
cent of  receipts.     The  expanded  marketings  were 
fully  ample  and  in  some  parts  of  the  area  ex- 
cessive for  the  moderate  demand  and  prices  de- 
clined.    Butchers  closed  6O0-$1.CO  lover  than 
on  the  preceding  Friday,     sows  35-500  lower.

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -    Receipts  at  the  12  mar- 
kets were  about    5   percent  larger  than  the  pre- 
vious week  and  just  slightly  more  than  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.     Price  changes  during 
the  week  were  relatively  mild  as  demand  proved 
fairly  reliable.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  were 
steady  to  strong,  although  instances  as  much  as 
500  lower  at  St.  Louis  and  $1.00  higher  at 
Indianapolis.     The  small  volume  of  old  crop 
lambs  and  yearlings  sold  mostly  steady  while 
slaughter  ewes  were  mostly  steady  to  500  lower 
with  instances  as  much  as  $1.00  off.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  was  slow  with  fine  and  half- 
blood  wool  firm  and  medium  grades  about  steady. 
Trade  in  woolen  wools  continued  slow  at  steady 
prices  while  noils  were  firm. 

There  was  a  little  more  activity  in  the 
territory  States  with  buyers  operating  in  Wyoming 
Colorado  and  Utah  and  topmakers  were  buying  wool 
in  Texas.  Trading  continued  limited  in  the 
fleece  wool  States  as  most  wool  has  been  sold 
out  of  first  hands. 

Cabled  reports  from  the  final  crutchings 
sale  of  the  season  at  Christchurch  and  Timaru, 
New  Zealand  showed  prices  steady  to  strong  under 
general  competition.  The  new  auction  season  in 
Australia  will  commence  on  August  22  at  Sydney, 
Melbourne  and  Perth.  Trading  at  South  American 
markets  remained  dull. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/6 2s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wools  sold  at  $1.06- 
1.07  clean  basis  while  graded  64s  short  French 
combing  and  clothihg  brought  $1.00. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  territory  wools  sold  in  a 
range  of  $1.12-1.15  clean  basis,  while  60/62s 
brought  $1.10.  Medium  grade  staple  and  good 
French  combing  wool  sold  around  $1.08-1.09  for 
56/58s  and  $1.06  for  staple  length  50/54s. 

A  substantial  weight  of  original  bag  bulk 
fine  and  half-blood  wool  sold  in  Utah  at  an 
estimated  clean  price  of  $1.08-1.10  delivered 
Boston.  Choice  fine  original  bag  clips  sold  in 
Roswell,  New  Mexico  at  about  $1.15  clean  basis 
while  average  to  good  fine  wools  brought  from 
$1.07-1.12  delivered. 

Texas  Wools  -  Topmakers  were  active  in 
Texas  buying  12  months  wools.  Grease  prices 
ranged  from  41^-450  with  best  12  months  wools 
costing  around  $1.12-1.14  and  average  wools 
from  $1.10-1.12  clean  basis,  delivered. 

Mohair  -  Approximately  four  or  five  cars  of 
fall  mohair  were  purchased  in  Texas  at  76§0  for 
adult  hair  to  the  warehouse  with  kid  hair  esti- 
mated at  $1.06^-1. ll| .

LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE   REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -     Trading  on  fresh  meats 
was  generally  active  under  a  moderate  demand 
and  clearances  were  fairly  complete.     Movement 
of  beef  was  less  prompt  than  last  week  as  out- 
let  to  chain  accounts  was  reduced  slightly, 
notably  at  New  York  where  poultry  was  largely 
featured  for  weekend  sales.     Transit  delay  and 
late  arrival  of  numerous  cars  to   the  largest 
New  York  market  center  caused  serious  problems 
as  many  commitments  and  retail  orders  scheduled 
for  early  distribution  were  cancelled  out  and  a 
few  coolers  were  devoid  of  product  on  the  open- 
ing session.      Supplies  of  beef  were  normal  for 
the  week  at  the  several  markets  with  other 
classes  moderate. 

Compared  with  previous  week:      Steer  beef 
steady  to  50/  higher  at  Philadelphia  and  steady 
to  instances  $1.00  higher  at  Baltimore.      Sales 
at  Washington  were   steady  to  50/  lower  while

lower  at  New  York  and  Prime  barely     steady;   cow

CHICAGO  -  Trading  on  steer  and  heifer  beef 
was  generally  slow.     A  brisk  chuck  trade   the 
previous  week  slowed  during  the  current  period 
and  prices  declined  as  much  as  $3.00.     Buyers 
concentrated  largely  on  ribs  and  rounds  but 
prices  at  no   time  were  better  than  steady.     Beef 
loins  were  slow  throughout.     Veal   trade  was 
moderately  active  with  rather  broad  eastern  out- 
lets contributing  to  higher  prices.      Spring  lamb 
prices  went  unchanged  in  a  moderately  active 
trade.     Little  or  no  price  spread  between  30-65# 
carcasses,   those   in  the  55-65#  range   scarce  in 
many  instances.     Lamb  legs  were   again  slow,    out- 
lets generally  adequate  for  other  cuts,    shoulders 
moving  particularly  well.     Fresh  pork  trade  was 
slow,  higher  prices  recorded  on  loins  resulting 
from  somewhat  reduced  offerings.      Supplies  of 
veal  and  fresh  pork  were  moderate,   beef  and   spring 
lamb  normal.      Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  steady 
to  $1.00  lower;  veal  $1.00-3.00  higher;    spring 
lamb  steady;  pork  loins  $1.00-2.50  higher;  Boston 
butts  mainly  steady;    spareribs   steady  to  50/ 
lower. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Trading  on   steer  beef  varied 
from  active  in  some   sectors  of   the  Northwest  to 
generally  slow  in  California  where  warmer  temper- 


atures curtailed  movement.     Demand  was  good 
for  cow  beef,  especially  in  California.   Demand 
for  veal  and  calf  was  only  fair.     A  somewhat 
smaller  supply  of   spring  lamb  met  with  a  fairly 
good  demand.     Moderately  active  trading  pre- 
vailed on  most  fresh  pork  cuts.     There  was 
only  moderate  action  on  smoked  pork  with  supply 
exceeding  demand  in  southern  California.    Steer 
beef  sold  mostly  steady  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west,  but  steady  to  50/  lower  in  California; 
cow  beef  uneven  ranging  from  $1.00  lower  in 
the  Northwest  to  as  much  as  $2.00  higher  in 
California;    calf   steady;    spring  lamb  steady 
to  $1.00  higher,    the  advance  at  Los  Angeles 
and  in  the  Northwest;   fresh  pork  cuts  generally 
steady  to  $1.00  lower;    smoked  pork   steady  to 
$1.00  lower  except  hams  $1.00  higher  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.

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SHIPMENTS  OP  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP,  JULY  1960 


July  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  into  8  North  Central 
States  amounted  to  249  thousand  head,  compared  with  328  thousand  head  the  same 
month  last  year — a  24  percent  decline.  Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves  received 
in  these  States  during  the  month,  126  thousand  head  moved  through  public  markets 
and  123  thousand  head  were  received  direct.  About  the  same  percentage  moved  direct 
in  July  as  a  year  earlier.   The  combined  January  through  June  shipments  this  year 
totaled  about  1.9  million  head — down  11  percent  from  the  2.1  million  head  for  the 
same  period  in  1959. 

Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8  North  Central 
States  in  July  totaled  190  thousand,  down  13  percent  from  the  219  thousand  head 
during  July  a  year  earlier.   Of  the  total  received  in  July,  66  thousand  head  came 
through  public  markets  and  124  thousand  head  moved  direct.  This  direct  movement 
accounted  for  65  percent  of  the  total,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  During 
the  first  6  months  of  this  year,  about  1.1  million  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep 
and  lambs  were  shipped  into  these  States,  up  15  percent  from  the  same  period  last 
year.

Approved  by  the  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,  August  17,   i960 

SUMMARY 

The  calf  and  lamb  crops  for  i960  are  larger  than  last  year  but  the  pig 
crop  is  down  sharply.  Numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep  on  farms  continue  to  rise 
but  the  rate  of  increase  may  be  slowing.  The  volume  of  feeding  is  above  a 
year  earlier.  Seasonal  increases  in  marketings  are  underway.  A  higher  supply 
level  and  some  downtrend  in  cattle  prices  are  in  view  for  next  year.  Hog 
production  will  continue  below  a  year  earlier  during  i960.  Production  may 
turn  upward  next  year  but  1961  slaughter  is  not  expected  to  show  much  of  an 
increase  over  this  year. 

The  calf  crop  in  i960  is  expected  to  be  only  1  percent  larger  than  in 
1959*  A  higher  slaughter  rate  for  cattle  and  smaller  imports  indicate  that 
the  gain  in  numbers  of  cattle  and  calves  on  hand  this  year  will  likely  be  less 
than  the  increase  of  4.9  million  head  during  1959*  Cattle  prices  have  trended 
downward  for  over  a  year  and  currently  average  about  $3»CO  per  100  pounds 
below  a  year  earlier. 

Relatively  stable  fed  cattle  prices  seem  probable  the  rest  of  this  year 
but  some  seasonal  declines  are  in  prospect  for  feeder  cattle.  Barring  an 
unexpected  deterioration  in  range  feed  conditions,  marketings  of  grass  cattle 
this  fall  are  expected  to  be  only  moderately  larger  than  last  fall. 

Prospects  for  profits  in  cattle  feeding  this  coming  season  are  generally 
more  favorable  than  those  of  last  season.  Prices  for  feeder  cattle  this  fall 
will  be  below  last  fall  by  a  greater  margin  than  fed  cattle.  Prices  for  feed 
will  likely  be  a  little  under  a  year  earlier.  Because  of  the  rapid  build-up 
in  numbers,  however,  cattle  producers  and  feeders  will  operate  under  the  threat 
of  a  possible  bulge  in  cattle  marketings. 

Hog  slaughter  this  fall  will  continue  substantially  below  last  fall  as 
the  i960  spring  pig  crop  was  16  percent  smaller  than  that  of  1959-  Prices  will 
continue  above  a  year  earlier  this  fall  and  winter,  though  the  margin  will  likely 
narrow  by  next  spring  if  producers  carry  out  their  plans  for  only  k   percent  fewer 
farrowings  for  this  fall's  crop.  The  average  price  received  by  farmers  in  July 
was  $16.60  per  100  pounds,  $3-20  above  a  year  earlier.  This  difference  was  in- 
creased slightly  in  early  August. 

Some  further  expansion  is  taking  place  in  sheep  production.  The  i960 
lamb  crop  totaled  21,584,000  head,  2  percent  larger  than  in  1959  and  11  percent 
above  the  19^9-58  average.  Thus  far  this  year,  sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  has 
totaled  slightly  above  a  year  before.  Unless  slaughter  this  summer  and  fall  is 
larger  than  expected  at  the  present  time,  numbers  next  January  1  will  be  up  from 
last  January.  Lamb  prices  will  probably  be  seasonally  lower  this  fall  but  are 
not  expected  to  drop  below  the  prices  late  last  year. 

Production  of  all  red  meat  in  i960  is  expected  to  be  about  27 • 9  billion 
pounds,  2  percent  above  last  year.  However,  because  of  smaller  imports  and  the 
gain  in  population,  supplies  per  person  will  be  down  about  a  pound  from  the  160 
pounds  consumed  in  1959*  A  decline  in  pork  will  overshadow  increases  in  beef 
and  veal.
